coming in flocks and who seldom have 
any perm anent place or alK>de. 
In prior elections the good citi­ 
zens of many country precincts have 
been astonished at beholding sw arm s 
of negroes, whom they had never lie- 
fore seen, come to the polls and de- 
mavd a right to vote, and when chal­ 
lenged would 
proceed to prove bv 
each other that they were qualified 
voters. 
Again the politics of many 
precincts lias been completely chang­ 
ed and dom inated by railroad or pipe­ 
line construction gangs negroes who i 
absolutely have no interest in the 
precinct.

The F arm ers’ Alm anack is the old­ 
est in this country, and the nam e ot 
Robert Bailey Thom as has become 
fam iliar to New England ears through 
his connection with this unpretentious i 
little annual, and his exam ple still ^ 
governs the purpose of the book. 
He was born on April 4, 1766. 
H is 
grandfather was a Cam bridge uni­ 
versity man and his father was very 
fond of books. 
Robert grasped every 
opportunity to im prove his mind. 
It 
is rather curious to notice th at he had 
no instruction in m athem atics until 
he was 20 years old. 
y 
The study of a rith m e lc seem s to 
have had a determ ining influence on 
his career. 
His father 
had 
m any 
books, and he read them assiduously; 
among them was 
Ferguson’s 
“As­ 
tronom y,” and from this he says “he 
imbibed the idea of calculating an al­ 
m anac.” 
He taught school for a few 
w'inters, short term s th at left the re­ 
m ainder of the year free for the study 
of astronom y. 
In tim e he becam e in­ 
terested in bookbinding, then in book- 
selling and finally, 
after 
studying 
m athem atics for a tim e a t a school in 
Boston, kept by Osgood Carleton, he 
m ade calculations for the first num ­ 
ber of the Farm ers’ Alm anack. 
He published the first num ber in 
the latter part of 1792 for the year 
1793. 
It was a significant tim e in 
Am erican history, only a few years * 
after the constitution of the U nited 
States had gone into effect, and was 
an era of energetic and intelligent ef­ 
fort in all directions. 
The developm ent of a century may 
be followed step by step through the 
pages of this little book, and a file 
of these old calendars would afford 
an abundance of curious inform ation 
and prove m ost interesting reading. 
One of the notable things about the 
F arm ers’ Almanack is th at from 
the ^ 
first it has excluded from its pages 
the picturesque image known as th e 
Man of Signs or the Moon’s Man. The 
figure of a man, surrounded by th e 
12 signs of the zodiac, each referring 
to some part of his body by m eans of 
a connecting line or a pointing dag­ 
ger, is still seen in some alm anacs 
and was once regarded as indispens­ 
able.

COMMANDS BRITISH NAVY 


Sir "WilUam May, the new commander of 


the British >iavy, is called the most able naval 
commander ^nd the most adroit strategist Gioat 
Britain can boast. He will have charge of the 
coming maneuvers of the fleet, and from his 
studies at t-ais time England will settle upon 
Its future nttval construction policy. 


Sir William succeeded Lord Charles Beres- 


ford in command of the fleet, although the new 
commander and the most adroit strategist G-*eat 
powerful vessels that his famous predecessor 
ever commanded. 


Sir William la one of the king's favorites 


Like "Jacky" Fisher, the first sea lord, he owes 
his advance in the service to his royal friend 
He is naval aide-de-camp to Edward, a knight 
commander of the bath and a knight command- 


er of the Royal Victorian order. He served in the Arctic expedition in 1875- 
76, and was naval attache for Europe in the days when Great Britain thought 
that one such officer was enough for the whole continent. Perhaps his chief 
distinction is his knowledge of the torpedo and its uses, of which he is de- 
clared to be one of the greatest living experts. He is, as well, said to be ex- 
tremely fine authority on naval gunnery, a past master In the art of making 
every gun of his ship tell on the hull of an enemy—although it must he ad- 
mitted that he has^never had the opportunity of trying his skill on anything 
more tangible or dangerous than canvas targets. 


Admiral May will be best remembered by the people of the United States 


perhaps, as the commander-in-chief of England's Atlantic fleet in 1905-06. 
His career since then brings to notice the extraordinary advance that has 
been made in naval construction, chiefly by the building of the Dreadnought, 
which, curiously enough, is Admiral May's flagship In his new command. When 
May was appointed to the command of the Atlantic fleet, four years ago, the 
Edward VII. was just being completed and was heralded as the greatest 
fighting unit m the world 
Yet the burden of the recent navy debate in the 


British house of commons was that this class of ship had become obsolete 
and would have to be practically ignored in any comparison of the navies 
of the several countries a couple of years hence

Richard A. Balllnger Prepared Hfm- 


self,for College While Driving 


Cattle—Classmate of Hla 


Predecessor, Garfleld. 


Washington. — Biographies 
have 


been .published, and stories have been 
told of Richard A. Ballinger, formei 
commissioner of the general land of 
flee and former mayor of SeattleHttow 
secretary of the interior in. President 
Taft's cabinet, but not one of these ac- 
counts tells of Judge Ballinger's life 
as a cowboy upon the plains of south- 
western Kansas 30 years ago. 


Three years he spent in the saddle, 


herding droves of cattle across the 
range, and to this day he recounts 
interesting experiences that his fellow 
cabinet officers will doubtless 
call 


upon him to repeat. On one'occasion 
he was almost killed by the hoofs of 
an unruly broncho. 


During these years he studied the 


classic languages, riding many miles 
across the plains each week to recite 
his lessons, and by his own efforts ha 
prepared himself for college, where he 
was a classmate oC James R. Garfield. 
who, a quarter of a century later, 
made him general land commissioner, 


MADE TREASURY ASSISTANT 


Charles Dewey Hilles, who has been ap- 


pointed an assistant secretary of the treasury, 
promises to be a very potent factor in the Taft 
administration. While to some extent his ap- 
pointment is a personal one, thanks to his 
friendship with the president and Henry Taft, 
there is also political wisdom in placing him 
near tbe White House. 


Hilles has been a politician since boyhood. 


He comes originally from Barnesville, O., and 
his father was in the Ohio legislautre. The son 
spent some time at Columbus with his father, 
and imbibed a love of political life. Very soon 
after leaving an academy at Oxford, Md., young 
Hilles was made secretary to the superintendent 
of the Boys' Industrial school at Lancaster, O. 
It was not long until Hilles was made financial 


• officer of the same institution by'Gov. McKihley and then superintendent by 
Oov. Nash Such a rapid rise from a clerkship to the head of a big institu- 
tion was never known in Ohio. 
I 


The record of Hilles as head of the reformatory attracted the attention 


of the New York Juvenile asylum trustees, and they offered him a big salary 
to assume charge of that Institution. He accepted seven years ago, although 
he hated to give up his chances in Ohio politics. He was soon active in the 
Ohio society of New York, of which Henry Taft Is president, and did 
some quiet work for the Taft cause before and after the Chicago convention. 
Now comes his reward, but much will be expected of him prior to 1912. Mr. 
Hilles is 11. married, has three children, is a Presbyterian and a member of the 
Young Men's Christian association, in charge at Fort Slocum branch. 


SAYS HE MAY TALK TO MARS 


Prof. William H. Pickering, the Harvard 


star-gazer, who has evolved a plan by which 
we may enjoy a little chat with the people oJ 
Mais next July at a nominal cost of $10,000,000, 
with no money refunded if central says "Busy" 
or "Your party don't answer," is one of the 
most noted of living astronomers. 


Prof. Pickering has figured the situation 


out. He finds that Mars is going to be a com- 
paratively near neighbor of ours next July. The 
figuring done by Prof. Pickering shows that 
shortly after firecracker day the comet will be 
some 5,000,000 miles nearer the earth than it 
has ever been before. 
Of course, that is not 


quite like exchanging opinions and household 
loans over the back fence with the woman next 
door, but still it's pretty close for Mars, which 


has heretofore exhibited a bashful and retiring disposition toward us. 


Communication from the earth may be established at that time, accord- 


Ing to Prof. Pickering, by a mirror reflection scheme. He has evolved a plan 
which will carry the message, he* declares, and he estimates the expense 
at $10,000,0000. 


Prof. Pickering has written various works of scientific sort, and is widely 


known as a lecturer. He has traveled over the world for the observation of 
solar and lunar eclipses, has climbed lofty mountain peaki in various quarter? 
of the globe and is on intimate or speaking terms with aj \ astonishing •umber 
•of planets and satellites.

This interesting episode of the fron- 


tier in Judge Ballinger's life Is best 
told in his own words—and he remem- 
bers most distinctly the incidents of 
his cowboy days. 


"When I was 15 years old—In 1873 


—my father moved from Vlrden, 111., 
to Larned, Kan., and as that was in 
the center of the cattle country, I 
soon was a 'cowboy,'" Judge Ballinger 
relates: 


"My most memorable experience as 


a knight of the plains came when a 
wild horse got the better of me. That 
was at Spring creek. 
I wanted an* 


t>ther horse, and went Into the cor- 
ral to lasso one, for I had gained con- 
siderable skill with a rope, and in tbe 
enthusiasm of my youth thought I wag 
invincible. 


"I got the thong rope over the ani- 


mal's head, all right, and managed to 
get him up to the snubbing 
post, 


where the horses are branded. Grad- 
ually I worked up the untamed steed 
until I was within ten feet of him. 
With a motion as quick as lightning— 
so It seemed to me—he raised himself 
on his hind legs and struck me to the 
earth. 


"When I came to, which was some 


little time afterward, the horse was 
gone and I needed medical attention. 


"For two years I served in the coun- 


ty offices at Larned, first as deputy 
county clerk, and then as 
deputy 


treasurer. While I was In the treas- 
urer's office; acting as treasurer, I ex- 
posed the shortage of a county official 
to tbe board of commissioners, but 
though no arrests were made 
the 


scandal attracted wide attention, and 
I was threatened with personal vio- 
lence for my activity. 


"While I was on the range I rode 


seven miles every Sunday to recite 
Latin to the steward at Fort Larned, 
where several companies of soldiers 
were stationed. I was grateful for this 
assistance and also for the Interest ta- 
ken in me by a minister, who lived 
three miles or more from our ranch, 
and who was wlHfng tjo impart to me 
his smattering of Greek. My ambition 
was to go to college as soon as I 
could, and I spent three years at .the 
state university of Kansas 
and 
at 


Washington college at Topeka." 


While at Washburn young Ballinger 


met Senator John J. Ingalls, who ad- 
vised him to take a course at Will- 
iams college. He followed the advice, 
and graduated with the class of 1884, 
ot which young Garfield was a mem- 
ber. 


For two years following his gradu- 


ation Ballinger studied in the law of- 
fice of S. Corning Judd, a prominent 
Chicago attorney, and then he went 
to Kankakee, 111., where he became 
city attorney. Later he was city at- 
torney of Decatur, Ala., after which 
he went to the statejrf Washington. 


He was for four years on the superi- 


or bench of Jefferson county, residing 
in Port Townsend, after which he 
went to Seattle. His term as mayor 
extended over a period of two years, 
and at Its conclusion he 
was 
pre- 


vailed upon, reluctantly because of his 
private interests, to take charge ot the 
reorganization of the general land of- 
fice.

1792 and Long Familiar to All 


New England Got HI* Idea 


from Arithmetic. 


An absolute gem of Indian architecture is this temple of the Jains on 


Mount Abu, In Rajputana, India, and its deep and rich carvings of white 
marble'are miracles of elaboration.. But beautiful as the shrines are, there ts 
a certain monotony and "vain repetition" about them, not untypical of the 
religion in whose honor they were erected. The origin of the sect is placed 
at about 500 or 600 B. C., although the Janis themselves claim that their 
religion is eternal, and that in old days the whole of India was under its 
sway. They live a remote and contemplative life, and carry the horror of 
taking life to an extreme point, tfence they encourage vermin,, and would 
rather die than destroy a microbe by washing in water. They care for no 
luxuries, and give alt their possessions to the church—hence the temples are 
the most elaborate in India.

The Farmers' Almanack is the old- 


est in this country, and the name ot 
Robert Bailey Thomas has become 
familiar to New England ears through 
his connection with this unpretentious t 
little annual, and his example still ~ 
governs the purpose of the book. 


He was born on April 4, 1766. Hla 


grandfather wa's a Cambridge uni- 
versity man and his father was very 
fond of books. Robert grasped every 
opportunity to improve his mind. It 
is rather curious to notice that he had 
no instruction in mathematics until 
he was 20 years old. 
to 


The study of arlthmelic seems, to * 


have had a determining influence on 
bis career. His father 
had 
many 


books, and he read them assiduously; 
among them was 
Ferguson's 
"As- 


tronomy," and from this he says "he 
imbibed the idea of calculating an al- 
manac." He taught school for a few 
winters, short terms that left the re- 
maindei of the year free for the study 
of astronomy. In time he became in- 
terested in bookbinding, then In book- *J 
selling and finally, after -studying 
mathematics for a time at a school in 
Boston, kept by Osgood Carleton,"h« 
made calculations for the nrat num- 
ber of the Farmers' Almanack. 


He published the first number In 


the latter part of 1792 for the year 
1793. 
It was a significant time In. 


American history, only a few yeara;i 
after the constitution of the United * 
States hud gone into effect, and waa 
an era of energetic and intelligent ef- 
fort in all directions. 


The development of a century may 


be followed step by step through the 
pages of this little book, and a file 
of these old calendars would afford 
an abundance of curious information 
and prove most Interesting reading. 


One of the notable things about the 


Farmers' Almanack Is that from the-f 
first It has excluded from Its pagea 
the pictuiesque image known as tbe 
Man of Signs or the Moon's Man. The 
figure of a man, surrounded by the 
12 signs of the zodiac, each referring 
to some part of his body by means of 
a connecting line or a pointing dag- 
ger, is still seen in some almanacs 
and was once regarded as indispens- 
able.

As has been said, the 
object of 


this law is to prevent the domina- 
tion of Oklahoma institutions by ig- 
norant, ini>gra>tory iwgroes who aro 
coming in flocks and who seldom have 
any permanent place of abode. 


In prior elections the good citi- 


zen* of many country precincts have 
been astonished at beholding swarms 
of negroes, whom they had never be- 
fore seen. 00:11* to the polls and de- 
niai'd a right to vote, and when chal- 
lenged would proceed 
to prove b\ 


each other 'that they were qualified 
voters. 
Again, ths politics of many 


precincts has been completely chang- 
ed and dominated b\ railroad or pipe- 
line construction gating negroes who 
absolutely have no interest in rhe 
precinct 
Th-ese are not rare in- 


stances by any 'means, and regard- 
less of pany. are outrages wlneh is 
corrected by anicle seven of the 
election law amendments.

COMMANDS BRITISH NAVY 


Sir "WilUam May, the new commander oC 


the British >iavy, 13 called the most able naval 
commander t*nd the most adroit strategist Gioat 
Britain can boast. He will have charge of the 
coming maneuvers of the fleet, and from his 
studies at t-ais time England will settle upon 
Its future ntival construction policy. 


Sir William succeeded Lord Charles Beres- 


ford in command of the fleet, although the new 
commander and the most adroit strategist G-*eat 
powerful vessels that his famous predecessor 
ever commanded. 


Sir William is one of the king's favor.'tes 


Like "Jacky" Fisher, the first sea lord, he owes 
his advance In the service to his royal friend 
He is naval aide-de-camp to Edward, a knight 
commander of the bath and a knight comru,and- 


(er of the Royal Victorian order. He served in the Arctic expedition in 1875- 
76, and was naval attache for Europe in the days when Great Britain thought 
that one such officer was enough for the whole continent. Perhaps his chief 
distinction is his knowledge of the torpedo and its uses, of which he is de- 
clared to be one of the greatest living experts. He is, as well, said to be ex- 
tremely fine authority on naval gunnery, a past master in the art of making 
every gun of his ship tell on the hull of an enemy—although it must he ad- 
mitted that he has^never had the opportunity of trying his skill on anything 
more tangible or dangerous than canvas targets. 


Admiral May will be best remembered by the people of the United States 


perhaps, as the commander-ln-chief of England's Atlantic fleet in 1905-06. 
His career since then brings to notice the extraordinary advance that has 
been made in naval construction, chiefly by the building of the Dreadnought, 
which, curiously enough, is Admiral May's flagship In his new command. When 
May was appointed to the command of the Atlantic fleet, four years ago, the 
Edward VII. was just being completed and was heralded as the greatest 
fighting unit in the world 
Yet the burden of the recent navy debate in the 


British house of commons was that this class of ship had become obsolete 
and would have to be practically ignored in any comparison of the navies 
of the several countries a couple of years hence 


Washington. — Biographies 
have 


been .published, and stories have been 
told of Richard A. Ballinger, formei 
commissioner of the general land of 
flee and former mayor of Seattler-now 
secretary of the interior in President 
Taft's cabinet, but not one of these ac- 
counts tells of Judge Ballinger's life 
as a cowboy upon the plains of south- 
western Kansas 30 years ago. 


Three years he spent in the saddle, 


herding droves of cattle across the 
range, and to this day he recounts 
interesting experiences that his fellow 
cabinet officers will doubtless 
call 


upon him to repeat. On one'occasion 
he was almost killed by the hoofs of 
an unruly broncho. 


During these years he studied the 


classic languages, riding many miles 
across the plains each week to recite 
his lessons, and by his own efforts ha 
prepared himself for college, where he 
was a classmate oC James R. Garfield. 
who, a quarter of a century later, 
made him general land commissioner, 


MADE TREASURY ASSISTANT 


Charles Dewey Hilles, who has been ap- 


pointed an assistant secretary of the treasury, 
promises to be a very potent factor In the Taft 
administration. While to some extent his ap- 
pointment is a personal one, thanks to his 
friendship with the president and Henry Taft, 
there is also political wisdom in placing him 
near the White House. 


Hilles has been a politician since boyhood. 


He comes originally from Barnesville, O., and 
his father was in the Ohio legislature. The son 
spent some time at Columbus with his father, 
and imbibed a love of political life. Very soon 
after leaving an academy at Oxford, Md., young 
Hilles was made secretary to the superintendent 
of the Boys' Industrial school at Lancaster, O. 
It was not long until Hilles was made financial 


- officer of the same institution by'Gov. McKihley and then superintendent by 


Oov. Nash Such a rapid rise from a clerkship to the head of a big Institu- 
tion was never known in Ohio. 
I 


The record of Hilles as head ot the reformatory attracted the attention 


of tbe New York Juvenile asylum trustees, and they offered him a big salary 
to assume charge of that Institution. He accepted seven years ago, although 
he hated to give up his chances in Ohio politics. He was soon active In the 
Ohio society of New York, of which Henry Taft is president, and did 
some quiet work for the Taft cause before and after the Chicago convention. 
Now comes his reward, but much will be expected of him prior to 1912. Mr. 
Hilles is 41, married, has three children, is a Presbyterian and a member of the 
Young Men's Christian association, In charge at Fort Slocum branch. 


SAYS HE MAY TALK TO MARS 


Prof. William H. Pickering, the Harvard 


star-gazer, who has evolved a plan by which 
we may enjoy a little chat with the people of 
Mais next July at a nominal cost of $10,000,000, 
with no money refunded if central says "Busy" 
or "Your party don't answer," is one of the 
most noted of living astronomers. 


Prof. Pickering has figured the situation 


out. 
He finds that Mars is going to be a com- 


paratively near neighbor of ours next July. The 
figuring done by Prof. Pickering shows that 
shortly after firecracker day the comet will be 
some 5,000,000 miles nearer the earth than it 
has ever been before. Of course, that is not 
quite like exchanging opinions and household 
loans over the back fence with the woman next 
door, but still it's pretty close for Mars, which 


has heretofore exhibited a bashful and retiring disposition toward us. 


Communication from the earth may be established at that time, accord- 


Ing to Prof. Pickering, by a mirror reflection scheme. He has evolved a plan 
which will carry the message, he* declares, and he estimates the expense 
at $10,000,0000. 


Prof. Pickering has written various works of scientific sort, and Is widely 


known as a lecturer. He has traveled over the world for the observation of 
solar and lunar eclipses, has climbed lofty mountain peaki in various quarter? 
of tbe globe and is on intimate or speaking terms with aj \ astonishing •umber 
•of planets and satellites.

This interesting episode of the fron- 


tier in Judge Ballinger's life is best 
told in his own words—and he remem- 
bers most distinctly the incidents of 
his cowboy days. 


"When I was 15 years old—in 1873 


—my father moved from Vlrden, III., 
to Larned, Kan., and as that was in 
the center of the cattle country, I 
soon was a 'cowboy,'" Judge Ballinger 


I relates: 


"My most memorable experience as 


a knight of the plains came when a 
wild horse got the better of me. That 
was at Spring creek. 
I wanted an* 


t>ther horse, and went into the cor- 
ral to lasso one, for I had gained con- 
siderable skill with a rope, and in tbe 
enthusiasm of my youth thought I was 
invincible. 


"I got the thong rope over the ani- 


mal's head, all right, and managed to 
get him up to the snubbing 
post, 


where the horses are branded. Grad- 
ually I worked up the untamed steed 
until I was within ten feet of him. 
With a motion as quick as lightning— 
so it seemed to me—he raised himself 
on his hind legs and struck me to the 
earth. 


"When I came to, which was some 


little time afterward, the horse was 
gone and I needed medical attention. 


"For two years I served in the coun- 


ty offices at Larned, first as deputy 
county clerk, and then as 
deputy 


treasurer. While I was In the treas- 
urer's office; acting as treasurer, I ex- 
posed the shortage of a county official 
to the board of commissioners, but 
though no arrests were made 
the 


scandal attracted wide attention, and 
I was threatened with personal vio- 
lence for my activity. 


"While I was on the range I rode 


seven miles every Sunday to recite 
Latin to the steward at Fort Larned, 
where several companies of soldiers 
were stationed. I was grateful for this 
assistance and also for the Interest ta- 
ken in me by a minister, who lived 
three miles or more from our ranch, 
and who was willfng tjo impart to me 
his smattering of Greek. My ambition 
was to go to college as soon as I 
could, and I spent three years at .the 
state university of Kansas 
and 
at 


Washington college at Topeka." 


While at Washburn young Ballinger 


met Senator John J. Ingalls, who ad- 
vised him to take a course at Will- 
iams college. He followed the advice, 
and graduated with the class of 1884, 
of which young Garfield was a mem- 
ber. 


For two years following his gradu- 


ation Ballinger studied in the law of- 
fice of S. Corning Judd, a prominent 
Chicago attorney, and then he went 
to Kankakee, 111., where he became 
city attorney. Later he was city at- 
torney of Decatur, Ala., after which 
he went to the state_of Washington.

The Farmers' Almanack is the old- 


est in this country, and the name ot 
Robert Bailey Thomas has become 
familiar to New England ears through 
his connection with this unpretentious t 
little annual, and his example still « 
governs the purpose of the book. 


He was born on April 4, 1766. Hia 


grandfather wa's a Cambridge uni- 
versity man and his father was very 
fond of books. Robert grasped every 
opportunity to improve his mind. It 
is rather curious to notice that he had 
no instruction in mathematics until 
he was 20 years old.

The study of arithmelic seems, to ' 


have had a determining influence on 
his career. His father 
had 
many 


books, and he read them assiduously; 
among them was 
Ferguson's 
"As- 


tronomy," and from this he says "he 
imbibed the idea of calculating an al- 
manac." He taught school for a few 
winters, short terms that left the re- 
maindei of the year free for the study 
of astronomy. In time he became in- 
terested in bookbinding, then in book- *J 
selling and finally, after 
studying 


mathematics for a time at a school In 
Boston, kept by Osgood Carleton, h« 
made calculations for the first num- 
ber of the Farmers' Almanack. 


He published the first number In 


the latter part of 1792 for the year 
1793. It was a significant time In 
American history, only a few years; £ 
after the constitution of the United * 
States hud gone into effect, and was 
an era of energetic and intelligent ef- 
fort in all directions. 


The development of a century may 


be followed step by step through the 
pages of this little book, and a file 
of these old calendars would afford 
an abundance of curious information 
and prove most Interesting reading. 


One of the notable things about (he 


Farmers' Almanack is that from the' 
first it has excluded from Its pagea 
the pictuiesque image known as the 
Man of Signs or the Moon's Man. The 
figure of a man, surrounded by the 
12 signs of the zodiac, each referring 
to some p'art of his body by means of 
a connecting line or a pointing dag- 
ger, is still seen In some almanacs 
and was once regarded as indlepen* 
ible.
